The  Eorty-eighth  Session  will  commence  Oct.  2nd,  1901. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  recognized  by  the  Royal  Col- 
leges of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  London  and  Edinburgh, 
so  that  those  possessing  the  Degree  of  M.  D.  from  Queen’s 
University,  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  in  Great  Britain 
that  are  accorded  to  the  students  and  graduates  of  other  Colon- 
ial Colleges  and  Universities. 

The  General  Medical  Council  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
requires  Candidates  for  License  to  have  spent  five  Winter  and 
four  Summer  Sessions  in  the  Study  of  Medicine. 

The  Medical  Departmentoccupies  very  commodious  premises 
immediately  adjacent  to  Queen’s  College,  the  School  of  Mining 
and  Agriculture,  and  the  Hospitals.  The  building  is  being 
enlarged  and  improved.  The  first  floor  will  be  devoted  to 
Physiology  and  Histology  and  will  consist  of  a Lecture  Room 
and  two  Laboratories.  The  sc^cond  floor  will  have  two  Lecture 
Rooms,  a Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Laboratory,  a stu- 
dents’ Reading  Room,  a Library  and  a Museum.  The  upper 
floor  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  Anatomy  and  will  have  a 
large  Dissecting  Room,  two  Lecture  Rooms  and  a room  for 
private  demonstrations.  The  building  will  be  ready  for  occu- 
pation at  the  beginning  of  the  session. 

Instruction  in  every  branch  is  given  by  lectures,  recitations 
and  clinical  teaching,  and  is  made  as  thorough  and  practical  as 
possible.  The  faculty,  having  at  its  command  all  the  ap- 
paratus and  appliances  necessary  for  imparting  a sound  medi- 
cal education  in  every  branch  of  the  curriculum,  is  in  a position 
to  offer  to  students  all  the  advantages  to  be  obtained  anywhere 
else  in  the  Dominion. 

An  abundant  supply  of  dissecting  material  affords  every  op- 
portunity for  the  study  of  Practical  Anatomy,  the  foundation  of 
all  medical  knowledge. 
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The  Kingston  General  Hospital  and  Hotel  Dieu,  both 
within  a few  minutes’  walk  of  the  University  buildings,  are 
open  to  the  students,  and  offer  every  facility  for  the  prosecution 
of  clinical  studies.  Students,  if  they  so  desire,  can  visit  the 
Hospital  for  the  Insane  with  Dr.  Clarke,  the  Superintendent, 
in  addition  to  visiting  the  other  hospitals. 

The  General  Hospital  has  now  acccommodation  for  two  hun- 
dred patients,  its  capacity  having  been  largely  increased  by  the 
completion  of  the  Nickle  Wing.  Another  building,  a bequest 
of  the  late  Michael  Doran,  specially  for  Obstetric  and  Gynaeco- 
logical cases,  has  been  erected.  A theatre  for  post  mortem  ex- 
aminations has  also  been  built.  An  operating  amphitheatre 
(the  gift  of  the  late  Dr.  K.  N.  Fenwick),  built  on  the  most 
approved  modern  plans,  aftords  students  every  facility  for  ob- 
serving surgical  operations. 

Good  board  in  respectable  houses  may  be  obtained  at  prices 
ranging  from  $3.00  to  $4.00  per  week.  Lists  of  boarding  and 
lodging  houses  can  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Registrar 
of  the  University.

Diploma,  must  have  completed  a period  of  four  years’  study, 
which  must  comprise  four  winter  sessions  of  six  months  each, 
and  one  summer  session  of  two  months,  and  have  passed  the 
Matriculation  Examination  of  Queen’s  College,  as  follows,  or 
an  equivalent:

Note. — Students  intending  to  take  the  License  of  the  Ontario  Medical 
Council  must  attend  four  winter  sessions  of  eight  months  each. 

At  any  centre  at  which  at  least  two  students  apply  for 
Matriculation  Examination,  an  examination  will  be  held  on 
July  17th. 

Intending  matriculants  must  notify  the  Registrar  of  the 
University  not  later  than  the  15th  day  of  June,  1901.  The 
usual  fee  ($5.00)  must  be  sent  with  the  application. 

Graduates  and  Matriculants  in  Arts  from  any  recognized 
University,  and  all  who  have  passed  the  Matriculation  Exami- 
nation prescribed  by  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario,  are  not 
required  to  pass  the  above  Matriculation  Examination. 

The  Matriculation  Examination  must  have  been  passed  be- 
fore astudentwill  be  credited  with  any  of  the  Professional  Exami- 
nations, although  lectures  may  be  attended  before  passing  it. 

Graduates  in  Arts  may  complete  their  Medical  Curriculum 
in  three  years. 

Every  candidate  must  have  given  regular  attendance  on  full 
courses  of  instruction  in  the  following  departments  for  the 
periods  stated,

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The  fee,  including  Registration,  Examination,  Laboratories,  Library, 
Gymnasium,  and  the  required  amount  of  dissection  material,  is  $100  per 
session,  but  if  paid  in  full  before  October  31st,  the  fee  is  $95.  If  not  paid 
in  full  before  January  10th,  $105.  Special  arrangements  will  be  made  as  to 
fees  with  those  who  do  not  take  the  full  course  of  any  year. 

The  Summer  Session  includes  Operative  Surgery  on  the  Cadaver, 
Sanitary  Science,  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  and  Minor  Surgery  and 
Bandaging,  Clinical  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology,  Mental  Diseases,  Hotel 
Dieu  Clinics,  Demonstrations  in  the  use  of  Anaesthetics.  The  fee  for  this 
course  is  $25.00. 

Note. — Students  are  advised  to  take  the  Summer  Session  at  the  close 
of  third  Winter  Session. 

5th  year:— Operative  Surgery  on  the  Cadaver,  Sectional  Anatomy, 
Clinical  Medicine  (including  Physical  Diagnosis),  Ophthalmology,  Mental 
Diseases,  Clinical  Surgery,  Diseases  of  Women,  Diseases  of  Children, 
Practical  Pathology  and  Bacteriology,  with  special  attention  to  the  exami- 
nation of  urine,  sputum,  bile,  stomach  contents,  etc. 

The  fee  for  this  session  is  $50.00 

The  above  course  of  study  may  h^ve  been  pursued  either 
wholly  at  Queen’s  or  partly  at  Queen’s  and  partly  at  some  other 
recognized  Medical  School.  In  the  latter  case  at  least  one  full 
session  must  have  been  spent  at  this  University. 

Certificates  of  attendance  on  lectures  are  accepted  from  in- 
corporated Medical  Schools  in  the  British  Dominions,  and 
others  recognized  by  British  Universities  and  Licensing  Col- 
leges. Other  certificates  of  attendance  on  Lectures  and  Ex- 
aminations may  be  accepted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 

Students  who  have  passed  the  Primary  Examination  in 
Botany  and  Senior  Leaving  Examination  in  Zoology  of  the 
Education  Department,  will  not  be  required  to  attend  lectures 
on  these  subjects  during  the  Medical  Course. 

All  students  must  present  certificates  of  having  compounded 
medicine  for  a period  of  six  months  in  the  office  of  a regularly 
qualified  Medical  Practitioner,  of  having  attended  at  least  six 
cases  of  Midwifery,  of  having  reported  six  Medical  and  six 
Surgical  cases,  of  having  attended  and  reported  on  six  post 
mortem  examinations,  and  of  having  attended  Hospital  Prac- 
tice for  at  least  24  months. 


Graduates  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  who  have  attended  during 
their  course  any  course  of  lectures  or  of  practical  instruction  of 
the  character  or  duration  required  by  the  Curriculum  in  Medi- 
cine, may  obtain  certified  tickets  of  the  course,  on  payment  of 
the  ordinary  fee  demanded  from  students  in  medicine,  less  the 
Laboratory  Fees  paid  during  their  Arts  course.

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION. 

Every  candidate  intending  to  appear  at  the  Final  Examina- 
tion must,  on  or  before  the  5th  day  of  March  in  the  year  in 
which  he  proposes  to  graduate,  present  to  the  Secretary  a de- 
claration under  his  own  hand  that  he  is  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  or  that  he  will  be  so  before  the  day  of  graduation,  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  of  good  moral  character,  and  a statement 
of  his  medical  studies,  with  proper  certificates.

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A candidate  cannot  obtain  University  rank  for  any  of  the 
foregoing  examinations  until  he  has  matriculated. 

Supplementary  Examinations  will  be  held  in  Convocation 
Hall,  com.mencing  Sept,  igth,  at  lo  a.m. 

Students  in  Arts  who  have  the  Study  of  Medicine  in  view, 
are  advised  to  take,  during  their  Arts  course,  the  Honour  Sub- 
jects in  Animal  Biology,  and  thus  complete  part  of  the  Practi- 
cal Anatomy  and  all  of  the  Physiology  and  Histology  of  their 
Medical  Course.  An  Arts  Degree  along  these  lines  shortens 
by  one  year  the  course  of  study  required  by  the  Medical  Coun- 
cil of  Ontario.

The  University  Examinations  in  Medicine  will  begin  on 
March  21st,  1902. 

The  examinations  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  will  be 
held  in  Kingston  in  May,  1902. 

All  who  desire  to  practise  medicine  in  Ontario  must  pass  the 
Matriculation  and  other  examinations. of  the  Medical  Council, 

All  announcements  and  regulations  contained  in  this  Calen- 
dar apply  to  the  current  session  only. 

All  applications  with  reference  to  the  course  must  be  made 
to  Dr.  Herald,  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty. 


COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

1.  THEOEY  AND  PEACTICE  OF  MEDICINE. -(Peof.  Thied.) 

This  class  consists  of  a Senior  and  Junior  Course  of  fifty 
lectures  each,  embracing  the  following  divisions,  viz.:  The 
general  principles  of  Medicine,  the  nature  and  cause  of  dis- 
ease, symptoms,  intercurrent  affections  during  the  course  of  a 
disease,  diagnosis,  means  of  prevention  and  general  and  spe- 
cial treatment;  together  with  the  classification  of  diseases,  the 
morbid  changes  of  the  different  organs  and  structures  of  the 
body  affected,  and  the  hygienic  management  of  patients. 

These  lectures  are  illustrated  by  plates,  morbid  specimens 
and  models  of  diseased  parts. 

2.  PEINCIPLES  AND  PEACTICE  OF  SUEGEEY.-(Peof.  Suelivan.) 

This  course  consists  of  100  lectures,  part  ofi  which  will  be 
given  in  the  class-room  of  the  college  and  part  in  the  Hotel 
Dieu  Hospital.  In  the  latter  institution  patients  illustrating 
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the  lectures  will  be  exhibited  to  the  class  and  operations  per- 
formed in  the  presence  of  the  students. 

These  lectures,  besides  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Sur- 
gery, will  include  a course  of  Surgical  Anatomy  and  Surgical 
Pathology,  illustrated  by  plates,  models  and  specimens,  ex- 
plaining the  most  recent  theories.  The  use  of  instruments  and 
surgical  apparatus  and  appliances  is  taught;  the  chief  opera- 
tions are  performed  on  a cadaver,  and  advantage  is  tafeen  to 
give  a concise  and  practical  course  in  special  surgery,  introduc- 
ing the  latest  and  most  improved  operations  and  modes  of 
treatment  with  the  use  of  such  instruments  as  are  now  employed 
in  special  surgery. 

, 3.  OBSTETEICS  AND  DISEASES  OF  WOMEN. -(Peofs.  Gakeett 

AND  Wood.) 

This  course  consists  of  loo  lectures,  embracing  the  Prin- 
ciples and  Practice  of  Obstetric:^  and  a full  course  on  Gynae- 
cology, illustrated  by  drawings,  models,  the  use  of  artificial 
pelvis,  etc. 

The  class  will  be  admitted  in  sections  to  see  the  operations 
in  the  Doran  Building. 

Ample  opportunities  will  be  afforded  to  the  students  for 
studying  this  important  branch  practically,  as  they  will  be  ar- 
ranged in  classes  to  attend  the  Obstetric  practice  of  the  Hospital. 

Full  instructions  will  be  given  for  the  a:fter-management  of 
Obstetric  cases;  and  the  accidents  and  diseases  of  that  critical 
period  will  be  properly  discussed,  and  also  the  diseases  of  in- 
fancy and  early  childhood. 

4.  MATEEIA  MEDIC  A,  THEEAPEUTICS  AND  PHAEMACY.- 
(Peof.  Campbell.) 

In  this  course,  which  consists  of  lOO  lectures,  all  the  im- 
portant drugs  used  in  medical,  surgical  and  obstetrical  practice 
will  be  fully  described,  and  their  properties,  preparations  and 
doses  given.  Their  therapeutic  action,  and  the  conditions  in 
which  a particular  medicine  of  a certain  class  is  more  suitable 
than  others  of  the  same  class,  will  receive  special  attention. 
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Instruction  in  prescription  writing  forms  a characteristic  fea- 
ture of  the  Materia  Medica  course. 

This  course  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  and  specimens  of 
the  various  drugs  and  chemicals  used  in  medicine. 

5.  ANATOMY.— (Peof.  Eyan.) 

Anatomy  is  taught  in  the  most  practical  manner  possible. 

Five  lectures  a week  are  given  in  the  Anatomy  class-room, 
and  are  fully  illustrated  by  recent  dissections  on  the  cadaver, 
and  also  by  plates,  drawings  and  preparations. 

Four  of  the  best  dissectors  among  the  third  year  students 
are  chosen  each  session  as  prosectors^  and  these,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Professor,  make  careful  dissections  of  the  parts  to 
be  brought  before  the  class.  The  students  not  only  hear  a 
description  of  the  tissues  of  the  body,  but  see  them  properly 
dissected  and  lying  in  their  natural  relations  to  each  other. 
Every  facility  for  studying  Anatomy  is  afforded  the  students, 
and  prizes  are  given  at  the  end  of  the  session  for  the  best  ex- 
amination passed. 

6.  ANIMAL  BIOLOGY,  INCLUDING  PHYSIOLOGY  AND  HIS- 

TOLOGY.—(Peof.  Knight.) 

This  includes  an  elementary  course  of  lectures  and  demon- 
strations in  Animal  Biology  and  Physiology  for  first  year  stu- 
dents, and  a course  of  lectures  on  Physiology  and  Histology 
for  second  year  students. 

The  electric  lantern  is  used  extensively  in  illustrating  topics 
in  Biology,  Physiology  and  Histology. 

Students  are  instructed  in  the  use  of  various  physiological 
instruments,  such- as  the  sphygmograph,  spirometer,  mano- 
meter, etc.,  and  everything  is  done,  as  far  as  time  will  permit, 
to  make  them  practically  acquainted  with  modern  Physiology, 
its  methods,  its  deductions,  and  the  basis  upon  which  the  latter 
rest. 

The  minute  anatoniy  of  the  various  tissues  and  organs  will 
be  illustrated  by  lantern  slides,  diagrams,  and  a large  number 
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of  sections  of  both  fresh  and  prepared  tissues  which  will  be  fur- 
nished to  each  student  for  examination  under  the  microscope. 
These  sections  must  be  carefully  studied,  drawn  and  described 
in  a blank  book  specially  provided  for  the  purpose. 

7.  THEOEETICAL  CHEMISTRY.— (Peoi’.  Goodwin  and  Db.  Wood.) 
This  course  comprises  Chemical  Physics,  Chemical  Philo- 
sophy, Inorganic  and  Organic  Chemistry. 

The  lectures  are  fully  illustrated  by  experiments. 

{a)  Junior  Chemistry — Dr.  Goodwin. 

(b)  Senior  Chemistry: — 

(1)  Organic  Chemistry — (First  Term) — Dr.  Goodwin. 

(2)  Physiological  Chemistry — (First  Term) — Dr.  Wood. 

8.  PRACTICAL  CHEMISTRY.-(Dk.  Wood.) 

(a)  Analytical  Chemistry,  including  the  testing  of  simple 
solutions  and  powders  by  wet  and  dry  methods,  and  testing  for 
the  commoner  poisons. 

(b)  Clinical  Chemistry,  including  urinalysis  and  the  exami- 
nation of  fats,  digestive  fluids,  bile,  blood  and  milk. 

N.B.— The  examination  in  Junior  Chemistry  must  be  passed  before 
the  classes  in  Practical  Chemistry  can  be  attended. 

9.  MEDICAL  JURISPRUDENCE.- (Pkof.  W.  T.  Connell.) 

This  course  includes  documentary  and  oral  evidence,  identi- 
fication, real  and  apparent  death,  autopsies,  the  taking  down  of 
evidence,  the  appearance  of  wounds  and  other  external  injuries 
before  and  after  death,  effects  of  suffocation,  drowning,  the  de- 
tection of  blood  stains,  seminal  fluid,  etc.;  the  evidence  of  rape, 
criminal  abortion,  concealment  of  pregnancy  and  infanticide, 
insanity,  feigned  diseases,  impotence,  sterility,  legitimacy,  sur- 
vivorship, life  assurance,  malpractice,  and  medical  toxicology. 
The  lectures  are  illustrated  with  plates  and  specimens  when 
necessary. 

10.  PRACTICAL  ANATOMY.— (Dks.  G.  W.  Mylks.  A.  E.  Ross,  C.  A. 

Mobeison  and  a.  W.  Richabdson.  ) 

The  Dissecting  Room  will  be  open  from  8 a.m.  to  6 p.m. 
for  the  use  of  the  students;  and  instruction  will  be  given  every 
day  in  dissecting,  and  in  the  details  of  Practical  Anatomy,  by 
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the  Demonstrators.  Students  are  furnished  with  material  for 
dissection,  of  which  there  is  always  an  abundant  supply  in  the 
institution. 

11.  CLINICAL  MEDICINE.-(Pkof.  Herald.) 

1.  Clinical  study  of  diseases,  with  reports  of  cases. 

2.  The  instruments  employed  in  the  diagnosis  of  disease. 

3.  Physical  diagnosis  of  medical  diseases. 

4.  The  diagnostic  import  of  the  chemical  and  microscopical 
examination  of  the  blood,  expectoration,  vomited  matters,  gas- 
tric contents,  urine  and  serous  effusions. 

Patients  in  the  wards  of  the  General  and  Hotel  Dieu  Hos- 
pitals are  used  to  illustrate  these  lectures. 

12.  CLINICAL  SUEGEEY.-(Prof.  Anglin.) 

These  lectures  are  given  upon  the  various  Surgical  cases  in 
the  wards  of  .the  General  and  Hotel  Dieu  Hospitals.  They  are 
delivered  at  thebedsideor  in  the  Theatre  of  the  Hospitals.  When 
the  lectures  are  delivered  in  the  Theatre  the  patients  are  brought 
in  and  their  diseases  exhibited  to  the  class;  the  symptoms,  diag- 
nosis, treatment,  course  and  probable  termination  of  them  are 
pointed  out,  and  all  the  circumstances  attending  their  cases 
thoroughly  impressed  upon  the  minds  of  the  students.  When 
requiring  it  the  lectures  are  elucidated  by  plates,  surgical  ap- 
paratus. morbid  specimens,  models,  etc.  All  operations  are 
performed  in  the  presence  of  the  class. 

Special  instruction  will  be  given  in  the  application  of  splints, 
bandages  and  antiseptic  appliances. 

13.  SANITAEY  SCIENCE. -(Prof.  W.  T.  Connell.) 

The  lectures  in  this  subject  are  given  during  the  Summer 
Session  only. 

Lectures  will  cover  food,  water,  air  and  ventilation,  sew- 
age disposal,  dwellings,  hospitals,  climate  and  soil,  in  their 
relation  to  the  public  health.  The  nature,  methods  of  spread 
and  means  of  prevention  of  the  infective  diseases  will  also  be 
considered,  including  isolation,  disinfection,  quarantine,  and 
disposal  of  the  dead. 


14;  BOTANY.— (Peof.  Fowlee.) 

During  the  Summer  Session  only.  The  lectures  will  be 
illustrated  by  drawings,  microscopic  sections,  dried  specimens, 
and  living  plants. 

15.  PATHOLOGY  AND  BACTERIOLOGY. -(Peof.  W.  T.  Connele.) 

The  courses  and  teaching  in  these  subjects  comprise: — 

1.  A series  of  lectures,  two  per  week,  during  the  Winter 
Session,  on  General  Pathology  and  Morbid  Anatomy,  for  stu- 
dents of  the  third  year.  These  lectures  will  *be  illustrated  by 
plates,  diagrams  and  morbid  specimens. 

2.  A weekly  demonstration  in  Morbid  Histology  during  the 
Winter  Session  for  third  year  students.  From  four  to  six  sec- 
tions are  prepared  and  demonstrated  each  week,  so  that  a repre- 
sentative series  of  specimens  of  diseased  tissues  are  thus  acquired 
by  students. 

3.  Each  student  during  the  third  year  will  be  required  to 
spend  from  three  to  four  weeks  in  the  Laboratory  in  assisting 
to  prepare,  stain,  and  mount  microscopic  specimens  of  morbid 
tissues  for  class  use. 

4.  A series  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  on  Morbid 
Anatomy  for  students  of  the  fourth  year.  Two  hours  per  week 
will  be  spent  during  the  Winter  Session. 

5.  Students  will  be  taken  in  rotation  to  assist  in  making  post 
mortem  examinations,  and  in  making  reports  of  such  examina- 
tions. Students  must  attend  at  least  six  autopsies.  Autopsies 
are  held  at  the  mortuaries  of  the  General  Hospital  and  Rock- 
wood  Hospital. 

6.  A series  of  lectures,  followed  by  practical  instruction  and 
work  in  Bacteriology,  will  be  held  during  three  months  of  the 
Winter  Session,  and  also  during  the  Summer  Session.  Each 
student  will  have  practical  instruction  in  culture  methods,  ex- 
amination of  pure  cultures  and  examination  bacteriologically  of 
secretions  and  excretions  of  the  body,  with  strict  reference  to 
the  bearing  of  such  on  Practical  Medicine. 
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7-  A class  will  be  held  one  day  each  week,  at  which  the 
gross  and  microscopic  morbid  specimens  from  autopsies  and 
operations  will  be  demonstrated. 

16.  MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  ANATOMY.— (Peof.  Mundell.) 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  the  students  keeping  up 
anatomical  study  during  their  whole  course,  Medical  and  Sur- 
gical Anatomy  is  taught  to  third  and  fourth  year  students.  The 
course  is  thoroughly  practical,  the  subject,  both  dissected  and 
undissected,  being  used  to  illustrate  the  lectures. 

In  the  third  year  attention  is  especially  directed  to  anatomi- 
cal relations,  to  ligation  of  arteries  and  to  the  displacements  in 
fractures  and  dislocations. 

In  the  fourth  year  the  work  of  the  third  year  is  reviewed, 
and  in  addition  topographical  anatomy  of  the  thorax  and  abdo- 
men as  well  as  cerebral  topography,  are  thoroughly  studied. 

17.  PRACTICAL  PHARMACY.— (Peof.  Campbell.) 

This  course  consists  of  25  lectures,  illustrated  by  Pharma- 
ceutical preparations;  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions,  illustra- 
ing  of  drugs,  especially  so  as  to  distinguish  those  which  in 
appearance  closely  resemble  each  other. 

18.  DISEASES  OF  THE  EYE,  EAR,  THROAT  AND  NOSE.-(Peof. 

J.  C.  Connell.) 

A complete  course  is  given  during  the  Summer  Session,  at 
the  close  of  which  a special  examination  is  held  and  a certificate 
granted  to  those  who  pass.  The  course  includes  private  in- 
struction in  the  use  of  the  Ophthalmoscope  and  Laryngoscope, 
students  being  taken  in  rotation  to  Dr.  Connell’s  office.  Dur- 
ing the  Winter  Session  operations  and  clinics  are  given  in 
connection  with  the  Clinical  Surgery.

SECTION.  1 

MATRICULATION. 

Everyone  desirous  of  being  registered  as  a matriculated 
student  in  the  Register  of  this  College,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  shall  be  required  to  pay  a fee  of  twenty  dollars  and 
to  conform  to  the  following  regulations  : 

1 . Any  person  who  presents  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Medical 
Council  a certificate  that  he  has  passed  the  examination  conduct- 
ed by  the  Education  Department  on  the  course  prescribed  for 
matriculation  in  Arts,  including  Chemistry  and  Physics,  and 
approved  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  shall  be  en- 
titled, on  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in  that  behalf,  to  registra- 
tion as  a medical  student  within  the  meaning  of  Section  XIX. 
of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act. 

2.  A certificate  from  the  Registrar  of  any  chartered  universi- 
ty conducting  a full  Arts  course  in  Canada,  that  the  holder 
thereof  has  passed  the  senior  matriculation  of  such  university 
or  the  examination  conducted  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  in 
Arts  by  such  university,  shall  entitle  such  holder  to  registration 
as  a matriculate. 

3.  Graduates  in  Arts,  in  any  university  in  Her  Majesty’s 
dominions,  are  not  required  to  pass  this  examination,  but  may 
register  their  names  with  the  Registrar  of  the  College  upon 
giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  identity,  the  presentation 
of  a certificate  of  qualifications,  and  the  payment  of  the  fee  of 
twenty  dollars. 

4.  Every  medical  student  after  matriculation  shall  be  regis- 
tered in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Council,  and  this  shall 
be  held  to  be  preliminary  to  his  medical  studies,  which  will  not 
be  considered  to  begin  until  after  the  date  of  such  registration. 
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section  II. 

MEDICAL  CURRICULUM. 

1.  Every  student  must  spend  a period  of  five  years  in  actual 
professional  studies,  except  as  hereinafter  provided;  and  the 
prescribed  period  of  studies  shall  include  four  winter  sessions 
of  eight  months  each.  The  fifth,  or  final  year,  shall  be  devoted 
to  clinical  work,  six  months  of  which  may  be  spent  with  a 
registered  practitioner  in  Ontario,  or  with  an  approved  practi- 
tioner outside  of  Ontario,  and  six  months  must  be  spent  at  one 
or  more  public  hospitals,  dispensaries  or  laboratories  devoted 
to  physiological  or  pathological  research,  Canadian,  British  or 
foreign,  approved  by  the  Council,  and  must  attend  at  least  one 
hundred  clinical  lectures  or  demonstrations  as  follows:  twenty- 
five  on  medical  cases,  twenty-five  on  surgical  cases,  twenty-five 
on  obstetrical  and  gynaecological  cases,  and  twenty-five  on 
pathology,  certificates  for  which  must  be  presented  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  Council,  signed  by  teachers  of  school  or  col- 
leges recognized  by  the  Council,  together  with  a certificate  of 
six  months  hospital  attendance  during  the  fifth  year.  A cer- 
tificate of  having  been  house  surgeon  in  a recognized  hospital 
for  one  year  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  these  clinical  lectures 
and  hospital  attendance. 

2.  Graduates  in  Arts  or  Science  of  any  college  or  university 
recognized  by  the  Council  who  shall  have  spent  two  years  in 
the  courses  of  physics,  chemistry,  biology  and  physiology,  and 
shall  have  passed  examinations  in  their  university  course  in  the 
said  subjects  while  taking  their  degrees,  will  be  required  to 
spend  four  years  in  the  study  of  medicine,  and  on  condition 
that  prior  to  the  third  year  they  shall  have  passed  the  Primary 
examination,  they  shall  be  permitted  to  take  both  the  Inter- 
mediate and  Final  examinations  on  completion  of  the  fourth 
year,  but  shall  have  no,  remission  in  the  number  of  clinical 
lectures. 

No  tickets  for  lectures  will  henceforward  be  accepted  by  the 
Council  unless  it  is  endorsed  thereon  as  shown  by  teachers’ 


roll,  that  the  pupil  has  at  least  attended  seventy-five  per  cent 
of  the  set  number  of  lectures  of  each  course — and  it  is  enacted 
that  said  certificate  shall  specially  state  that  such  attendance 
extended  over  a period  of  at  least  eight  months. 

3.  Applications  for  every  professional  examination  must  be 
made  to  the  Registrar  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  Ontario  two  weeks  prior  to  the  examinations.  No 
application  will  be  received  unless  it  is  accompanied  by  the 
necessary  tickets  and  certificates,  and  by  the  Treasurer’s  receipt 
showing  that  the  fees  have  been  paid. 

4.  Excepting  as  hereinafter  specified,  each  eight  months’ 
course  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  eighty  lectures,  and  each 
‘Tour  months’  course”  of  not  less  than  forty  lectures. 

5.  Every  student  must  attend  the  undermentioned  courses 
of  lectures  in  a university,  college  or  school  of  medicine  ap- 
proved of  by  the  Council,  viz.: 

ANATOMY.— Two  courses  of  eight  months  each  in  descriptive  and 
practical  Anatomy,  consisting  of  not  less  than  280  lectures  or  demonstra- 
tions of  an  hour  each  in  each  year. 

TOPOGEAPHICAL  ANATOMY  (Medical  and  Surgical). — One  course 
of  not  less  than  50  lectures. 

PHYSIOLOGY. — There  shall  be  two  courses  of  eight  months  each 
in  Physiology  and  Histology,  consisting  of  not  less  than  120  lectures  and 
demonstrations  of  an  hour  each  in  each  year. 

CHEMISTRY.— There  shall  be  two  courses  of  eight  months  each  in 
Chemistry,  theoretical  and  practical,  consisting  of  not  less  than  150  lec- 
tures or  demonstrations  of  and  hour  each  in  each  year.  “ “ 

MATERIA  MEDICA  AND  PHARMACY. — Two  courses  of  not  less 
than  50  lectures  each. 

PRINCIPLES  AND  PRACTICE  (Medicine).— Two  courses  of  not  less 
than  80  lectures  each. 

SURGERY  (Principles  and  Practice). — Two  courses  of  not  less  than 
80  lectures  each. 

MIDWIFERY  AND  DISEASES  OF  WOMEN. — Two  courses  of  not 
less  than  80  lectures  each. 

CLINICAL  MEDICINE.- Two  courses  of  not  less  than  100  lectures 
each. 

CLINICAL  SURGERY. — Two  cases  of  not  less  than  100  lectures  each. 
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MEDICAL  JURISPEUDENCE  AND  TOXICOLOGY.— One  course 
of  not  less  than  50  lectures! 

PATHOLOGY  (including  Bacteriology). — One  course  of  100  lectures 
or  demonstrations. 

SANITARY  SCIENCE.— One  course  of  30  lectures. 

THERAPEUTICS. — One  course  of  50  lectures. 

MENTAL  DISEASES;— One  course  of  10  lectures. 

DISEASES  OF  CHILDREN.— Two  courses  of  20  lectures. 

Note. — Each  lecture  or  demonstration  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 
one  hour’s  duration. 

A certificate  of  having  attended  five  lectures,  and  five  dem- 
onstrations upon  the  use  of  Anaesthetics,  and  certificates  of 
having  personally  administered  Anaesthetics  five  times  under 
supervision  of  a legally  qualified  practitioner. 

5.  Every  candidate  will  be  required  to  prove  that  he  has 
carefully  dissected  the  entire  adult  human  body. 

6.  Also  must  have  attended  the  practice  of  a general  hospital 
for  twenty-four  months  during  the  first  four  years  of  study. 

7.  Also  must  have  attended  six  cases  of  midwifery. 

8.  Also  must,  before  being  registered  as  a member  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  have  passed 
all  the  examinations  herein  prescribed,  and  attained  the  full 
age  of  twenty-one  years. 


SECTION  III, 

EXAMINATIONS. 

1.  The  professional  examinations  are  divided  into  three 
parts:  a ‘^Primary,”  ^Tntermediate,”  and  “Final.” 

2.  The  Primary  examination  shall  be  undergone  after  the 
second  Winter  Session,  and  the  Intermediate  after  the  fourth 
Winter  Session,  and  the  Final  after  the  fifth  year. 

3.  The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced  in  the  Primary 
examination: 


a.  Anatomy. 
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b.  Physiology  and  Histology. 

c.  Chemistky  (Theoretical  and  Practical.) 

d.  Matebia  Medica  and  Phabmacy. 

4.  Every  candidate  for  the  Primary  examination  will  be 
required  to  present,  with  his  lecture  tickets,  a certificate  of 
having  undergone  and  passed  an  examination  at  the  school  he 
has  attended  at  the  close  of  his  first  Winter  Session  on  Primary 
branches.  Also  a certificate  of  ability  to  make  and  mount 
microscopic  specimens. 

5.  Each  candidate  for  Einal  examination  must  present  a 
certificate  of  attendance  at  six  post  mortem  examinations,  a 
certificate  of  ability  to  draw  up  a report  of  a post  mortem  ex- 
amination; a certificate  of  having  reported  satisfactorily  six 
cases  of  Clinical  Medicine,  and  six  cases  of  Clinical  Surgery, 
and  a certificate  of  having  passed  his  Intermediate  examination, 
the  certificates  to  be  signed  by  the  teachers  referred  to  upon 
these  subjects,  or  the  practitioner  holding  post  mortem. 

6.  All  candidates  shall  (excepting  Arts  graduates)  present  a 
certificate  of  having  passed  at  the  close  of  their  third  session  in 
the  college  or  school  they  may  have  attended,  an  examination 
in  such  parts  of  medicine,  surgery  and  midwifery  as  may  be 
thought  advisable  by  the  faculties  of  the  respective  colleges  or 
schools.  This  examination  is  not  in  any  way  to  interfere  with 
any  of  the  examinations  of  the  Couhcil.  One  year’s  attendance 
after  the  Intermediate  examination  as  House  Surgeon  or 
Physician  in  any  hospital  recognized  by  the  Council  shall  be 
held  to  be  equivalent  to  the  fulfilling  of  the  requirements  for 
the  fifth  year  of  Clinical  work. 

The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced  in  the  Inter- 
mediate examinations:

Diseases. 

i.  Sanitary  Science. 

j.  Diseases  of  Children. 

k.  Diseases  of  Women. 

l.  Therapeutics. 

7.  The  Primary  and  Intermediate  examinations  shall  be 
‘Svritten”  and  '"oral.”  The  Final  ^‘oral”  and  ‘Tlinical.” 

8.  The  following-  branches  are  embraced  in  the  Final  ex- 
amination: 

a.  Clinical  Medicine. 

b.  Clinical  Surgery. 

c.  Diseases  of  Women. 

d.  Diseases  of  Children,  Medical  and  Surgical. 

9.  Candidates  for  the  Primary  who  fail  in  all  subjects  but 
two  must  make  60  per  cent  in  each  of  these  subjects,  or  get  no 
credit  for  any.  Candidates  for  Intermediate  who  fail  in  all 
subjects  save  three,  will  be  allowed  those  three  if  they  pass  60 
per  cent  in  each. 

10.  A professional  examination  will  be  held  in  Toronto  on 
the  third  Tuesday  in  Novefnber,  1901.  All  candidates  who 
have  failed  in  a former  examination  will  be  required  to  pay  a 
fee  of  twenty  dollars  for  this  examination.  The  next  profes- 
sional examination  thereafter  will  be  held  at  Toronto  and 
Kingston  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  May,  1902.
